It is for 


this reason that Mr. Robinson's recog- 
nition of the gambling possibilities is 
to be keenly regretted. 
There never 


was a time that the game needed more 
carefuljjiandlng and nursing than just 
now, 
whereas upon the surface it seems 


to need it least. A great many things 
have happened within the last two sea- 
sons which must cause the thoughtful 
and discerning lovers of the game much 
disquietude as to the future. The ef- 
fect of past and recent mistakes is 
bound to be cumulative, so that when 
confidence in the integrity of the sport 
and of those who control it once be- 
gins to go it will go with a rush, and 
the bottom drop out of the game- with 
a dull thud. 
It has taken years to 


place the game upon the high pinnacle 
it now occupies, but it may require only 
one season, one month, one week, or 
even one day to undo the work of two 
decades.

'An Induitrlou* Flea. 


At Essen, Germany, in the great 


Krupp Gun works, which are situated 
at that place, there Is a hammer that 
weighs flfty tons. This hammer -works 
In connection with an anvil weighing 
80 tons, which. In turn, is placed on an 
anvil-block weighing 120 tons. Profes- 
sor Schumann, a "trained flea man" of 
Berne, Switzerland, visited Essen and 
the great war machine works a few 
years ago. Upon returning home he set 
about making a model of the great 
hammer which should be complete in 
every detail, but on such a minute scale 
that the hammer could be raised by a 
flea instead of by a 100-borse power en- 
gine, as in the original. In its com- 
pleted state this wonderful miniature 
model, frame, hammer, pulleys, etc., 
weighs but one and a half (1^) grains! 
The hammer and anvil are both ol solid 
gold, the pulleys German silver and the 
framework of platinum. A flea, trained 
by Mr. Schumann, the maker of the 
model, will, at the word of command, 
hoist the hammer to the top of the 
frame, where it is automatically set 
free, descending in precisely the same 
manner as the monster after which it 
was modeled.

What a magnificent cyclorama it would 


inako if some, artist could depict upon can- 
vas thu htrocis of Kichmond us they ap- 
)A-;in,'d on thu day of any of thu great bat- 
tles that were fought In the near vicinity 
of tho city! What an opportunity to por- 
tray tho human emotions nud passions 
which possessed them on such thrilling oc- 
cHblons! At nil times during those four 
eventful years the citizens of Richmond 
were brave, but in criueu like these they 
were gniud, schooled in the horrors and 
dangers of war, like veterans they were 
not to bo demoralized at its near approach. 


They were, appalled, not cast down. 


With a quiet determination to do or die 
and to defend the city to tho last, they met 
| these groat emergencies with a splendid 
| courage. 


Why all this hurrying to and fro, hither 


and thither, of officers, booted and spur- 
red, 
with sabers clanking, followed by 


mounted orderlies? 
These people have 


witnessed it toooften; they understand its 
significance. The "long roll" begins to 
beat, bugles to sound, tho city is aroused. 
A hat tin is imminent, couriers are coining 
and going, commands arc forming, the 
reserves are being hurried to tho front. As 
they march through tho streets flags are 
flying, the martial strains of "Dixie" fill 
the air, the excitement of battle is on ev- 
ery face.

doorways ore thronged with women and 
children, who wave their handkerchiefs 
rind cheer the troops as they pass.

Hours pass, and still the 
storm and thunder of contending armies 
reverberate through tho streets of the city 
nud goes echoing up the James. Every 
fresh courier as ho dashes by from the 
front is halted for news.

The wounded aro numbered by 


thousands and mil-it havo immediate at- 
tention; the door.i of prlvato residences 
and public buildings alike fly open to ac- 
comiiiodato the oMTflow of thu hospitals. 
Tho wounded am everywhere. 
Hichmond 


is one vast hospital and her noble men 
good Samaritans and her women and chil- 
dren angels of mercy. 


Following the procession of the maimed 


and wounded, coming on npaco at longer 
intervals, but still coming in single file, 
one by one, aro tho heroic dead, "who died 
upon the Held of honor." 
Silently, sadly 


nnd tenderly their comrades havo borne 
them in, nnd now all Kichmond is a house 
of mourning, until our dead aro placed in 
honored sepulcher.—.Tames F. Tucker In 
Jacksonville Times-Union.

GLASSES BY SO MANY. 


the Stomach I> Monarch of the Body. 


The Importance of FHuena and K*(U- 
larltjr of Diet—In Most CIMCS the Trouble 
ItegliM While the Child U In Its Cradle. 


A dyspeptic is a misery to hiiusolf mid a 


torment to his friends. Life Is soon through 
blue glasses uml nothing on earth is pleas- 
ing. There never was t\ cynic, a pessimist 
or a prt-mixlitated revolutionist who had 
unimpaired digustlon aiid a healthy stom- 
ach. 


One dyspeptic In the house will sour th« 


whole family. 


Nine-tenths of the hunmn race arc born 


With u tendency to stomach troubles, and 
the mother* finish up the business by per- 
mitting their children1! internal organ* 
to become the dumping ground of all the 
trash in the shape of sweets and acids and 
(tttle fruit that pennies will purchase at 
the nearest corner grocery. 


It begins before that even. The baby in 


the cradle baa to take it* dose of ignorant 
mothering. It cries; possibly a pin, a band 
too tight, a roll In Its clothing that presses 
itt tender flesh Is Irritating It. More than 
likely "a little Indigestion" from It* last 
overgorg* of the bad breast milk: ha* giv- 
en It the colic. The worried mother, think- 
ing that "feeding" is the best medicine 
for a crying baby, and knowing that with 
its mouth full it can't cry, immediately 
proceeds to nurse It. 


The baby fills Itself up to the chin, kick- 


ing and squirming, and often trying to 
gttii ttway from t.ho breast, but is pressed 
back. In utter exhaustion it falls asleep, 
to awaken In about ten minutes with a 
shriek that would make a Cheyenne blush. 
For two straight hours that poor little 
victim of a mother's Ignorance or Indo- 
lence will writhe in the agony of colic, Its 
tender stomach tormented with deluges of 
paregoric, peppermint, catnip tea and a lot 
of other messes, •which fill It up till the 
tiny sufferer calls nature to aid and throws 
all the horrible stuS up, and then It falls 
asleep, perspiring, white and limp. 


For hours its little frame will be sore 


and aching, and it will moan if stirred. 
Yet in loss than 24 hours Itrwlll have to 
go through the sumo experience. Is it 
much wonder that the weanling is fretful 
and dubbed a cross baby? 


Just fill an adult up on sweets and ices, 


broad and meat and pastry. Let his stom- 
nch got to grumbling; then take him to a 
big dinner and fill him up again. You 
can't safely remain In the same house 
with him till he gets over his ill temper, 
headache and indigestion. 


With the constant irritation of soured, 


undigested food, the child's stomach gets 
Into the same diseased condition, and un- 
less it has a constitution of iron it devel- 
ops into a whining, peevish, nervous youth 
and a dyspeptic adult. 


A perfectly healthy child ought to eat at 


regular intervals, say four times n day; 
have only plain food and sufficient to sat- 
isfy hunger, but never be permitted to 
gorge itself on any dish of which it Is 
particularly fond. The habit of "piecing" 
is almost criminal. Indeed, that a diseased 
stomach will turn a man Into a criminal 
Is a scientific fact. If a child is not strong, 
its digestion will be naturally weak, and 
it should have its food carefully prepared 
and eat a little oftener, because it does 
not eat so much at a time, and the human 
body has to have fuel to keep It running 
properly. 


If you say "diet" to a man who calls in 


a doctor, he flies Into a passion and de- 
clares that he will eat what he wants and 
when he wants it, and that it does him no 
harm. Probably if he had heeded the 
warnings of nature and been moderately 
careful of his diet the doctor would never 
have been called. Tour own good sense 
will tell yon that U yon throw water on 
the brightest fire it will smother It, and 
long enough continued will leave a black- 
ened mass of ruins. Hence if you oat 
things that you know have always dis- 
agreed with you yon can't help knowing 
also that you will put out the fires of 
healthy combustion In your body and that 
if you keep up the indiscretion you will at 
last wreck your health completely. 


Women are the most careless, indls- 


crlmlnating caters in the fvorld. I heard 
a woman say at a restaurant table recent- 
ly, where she was lunching with friends, 
that pie did not agree with her and that 
milk always soured on her stomach, but 
that they were "so filling," and when she 
was in a hurry with her shopping she al- 
ways took pit) and milk to gut through 
quickly, and then finished off with some 
chocolates to "munch" on. 


I looked at her plate, and she had two 


kinds of pie and a glass of half creum and 
half milk. When sho got up to leave I saw 
that she was afflicted, as IndlscriminutiiiK 
eaters generally are, with a largo abdomen. 
Her habits of eating, as displayed in her 
luncheon, very largely accounted for it. 
She ate things that "filled her up," to 
put It coarsely, and caused flatulence, dis- 
tending the stomach with gases. Drink- 
ing great quantities of liquid, such as tea 
and coffee, or a great deal of milk or wa- 
ter, will distend the stomach In the same 
manner and cause the uncomfortable 
"full" feeling of which so many women 
complain. 


Bolting one's food is another way of 


superinducing fatty folds about the abdo- 
men. 
Nearly everybody cats too fast, and 


a failure to properly masticate one's food 
U nure to bring on a disagreeable hour, 
while the overworked stomach U grum- 
bllngly performing Its labor. 


The woman who wants to bo considered 


bright and handsome and charming has 
got to pay strict attention to her diet, if 
the ever suffers with attacks of Indiges- 
tion, because one attack brings a second in 
Its train, and soon she Is a confirmed dys- 
peptic. A woman whose stomach is out of 
order gets jaundiced eye* a* well. She be- 
comes critical and carping. Always being 
uncomfortable, she can't well be pleasant 
in manner. 


If there 1* a tack In one's boot one Is go- 


Ing to frown. If there is a "misery" In 
the stomach it will make Itself felt in the 
face and in the voice. No man living likes 
a toured woman. That is a woman who 
am things through blue glasses and 
thinks that "nothing that Is Is good."

Their M*s*ln« I* Seldom Gamed by • 


European Vl«llor. 


Th» slRtj of the average Japanese shop- 


koepomt onco docci\es the foreigners, u*, 
for invanoo, u pair of hugu square spec- 
tacles, filled with gv.ld leaf, is not the sign 
of an oculist or spm-toclu maker, but that 
of a gold boater or working jeweler. 


Uruggists do not display a mortar and 


pestle, but simply au ouonuous bag, an 
imitation of tho fcinall ones they use for 
infusing their medicines. 


Tobacconists hang out a sort of snuff 


colored banner, bearing Chinese charac- 
ters, setting forth their name and perhaps 
their trademark. They never indulge In 
wooden images of Indlau chiefs or ponder' 
OUB Dutchmen. 


The Japanese saloon keepers, or rather 


tho dealers lu rice whisky or sake, adver- 
tise their business by exhibiting a paint- 
ing of Fusiyiuuo, the sacred mountain. 
What possible relation there U between a 
mountain and rice whisky tho unsophlstl- 
'cattid western mind cannot easily discover, 
unless it is Intended to convey the Infor- 
mation that, oa Fuslyama is unsurpassed 
among mountains, so Is tweet sake among 
liquors. 


Hatmakers bang before their shop* a 


long string of hats which look like a row 
of gigantic mushrooms dangling In tho 
wind. Hat dealers alto tell straw sandal*, 
or wooden ologs with plaited groat soles, 
and all similar articles, for the shoemaker 
and the hatter are usually one and the 
tame individual. 


The grocer hangs out two tin fishes, 


painted red, and fastened together at tho 
gills with straws, while the kitemakcrs 
utilize the cuttlefish as an advertisement 
of their business. 


Florist* plant a slender willow tree at a 


corner of their house* a* a sign that they 
tell cut flowers. Lacquer shop* may be 
known by the sign of a chlpbox like those 
in which the lacquer comes pocked. 


The hair workers have a very singular 


sign; it consists of an octagonal box with 
a fringe of hair suspended from It, which 
makes it look as if some one had tried to 
put a wig in the box, but neglected to 
tuck It all In. 


The dealers ID cosmetics, who sell that 


metallic rud tho Japanese women spread 
so thickly on their upper lip that tho green 
luster frequently shows, aro recopnizod by 
the small red flag hanging over tho en- 
trance. Houses where "soba," or buck- 
wheat macaroni, is for sale have a paper 
lantern in front, bearing tho name of the 
house. 


Merchants who sell sushi—tho littlo roll 


of rice and fish of which the Japanese aro 
so fond—put out a littlo banner with tho 
name of tho restaurant and some of tho 
other articles of food they are prepared to 
place before customers. 


In Tokyo a few of the shoukocpera are 


beginning to translate their signs into 
English with disastrous effect. 
One shop 


near Ginza, tho Broadway of Tokyo, bears 
the following legend: "Tho honorable 
meet to sail her." 


A substantial looking building on the 


Ginza itself recently attracted attention, 
for in front of it hung a groat whito sign, 
with black letters, and on it wore tho 
mysterious words, "The before station." 
This was In reality an express office or for- 
warding station.—Printers' Ink.

A Great Bird Koad. 


The Nile valley 1* the groat bird road 


running north and south. The heron fish- 
es in every shallow. Tho ibis haunts the 
banks. The pelican* stand In rows at the 
time of the inundation. Eagles, kite* and 
ospreys are common. On every sand bank 
block or block and white vulture* hop 
about and flap their outspread, draggled 
wing*.

It 1* 
delightful to note the lameness of the bird* 
in Egypt, They enter rooms and house* 
through windows or crevices left for ven- 
tilation, and once inside hop fearlessly 
about the floor, picking up stray crumbs. 


I have seen—and the sight was a pretty 


one—a sparrow perched on the corner of 
a table during tho progress of a crowded 
hotel repast, and it if) not uncommon to 
see them flitting across tho ceilings of 
drawing rooms at Luxor. All birds, from 
largest to tho smallest, go unmolested, un- 
less they aro definitely useful for food. 
Tho great brown kite sits fearlessly on the 
roofs of Cairo, hard by his cousin tho crow, 
which is not block, like our crow, but is 
black and gray, and might cosily ho mis- 
taken for a pigeon. Every garden—at any 
rate in upper Egypt—has Its owl frequent- 
ing a (all palm tree, and hooting or whis- 
tling an nature guides it.—Arthur's Home 
Magazine. 


Denmark Dairies.

dairies of Denmark that the celebrated 
butter of tho country, much of which Is 
sent to England, Is washed when necessary 
In water that ha* been boiled. The but- 
ter Is, however, rarely washed, but Is flrfit 
worked over by hand by girls who are 
scrupulously clean, and afterward finished 
by machinery. This butter, which 1* made 
with the greatest care from milk that 1* 
strained through flannel and afterword 
filtered through clean gravel, U white la 
color when finished and I* artlflulally col- 
ored. It Li very little salted when usod at 
home, but more or less salt Is added when 
it Is sent a* far as England. 
It Is said to 


retain Its fine quality when shipped better 
than any butter known. As an Incentive 
to furnish only pure milk, the owners of 
the cows are under contract to notify the 
buyer* at once If there 1* any alcknes* in 
their hard. The milk is then bought from 
them and paid for at the usual price, but 
It is thrown away.—Philadelphia Ledger.

EARLY FIRE IMPLEMENTS. 


Appliance* VfoA In Thl» Country In the 


Seventeenth Century. 


Undoubtedly tho first flro company or- 


ganized '.n this country was formed In 
Now York In 1058. It was called tho 
Prowlers and was composed of eight men 
with 850 buckets, hooks and small lad- 
ders. Where tho buckets wore obtained and 
whether or not they were In addition to 
those owned by the town the records fall 
to stato. In 1070 Salem purchased two or 
three dozen oodar buckets, besides books 
and other implements; ultra tho selectmen 
and two other* were authorized to take 
command at fires and to blow up and pull 
down buildings when such action was 
necessary. This practice appear* to have 
boon much more common before tho use of 
engines than afterward. Boston, on Sept. 
9, 1079, ordered that every quarter of the 
town should bo provided with HO twobes, 
two Bcoope* and six axes. Tho swobes, or 
swobs, a* they are now called, were long 
handled mop* that could be used to put 
out roof fire*. Th* general use of swobs 
has long since disappeared, but when a 
•light blace I* beyond the reach of a pall 
of water and more improved apparatus is 
not at hand a long handled mop Is today 
the most efficient article to be usod. In 
Japan these swab* may bo soon on many 
rooftops. 


In 1690 Now York ordered that five lad- 


dors and also hooks be made. In Philadel- 
phia no mention Is made of public precau- 
tion against fire until 1000, when a law 
was passed forbidding tho firing of chim- 
neys or allowing the same to become foul. 
Ench houso was to have a swab, bucket or 
pull. Another act wa* passed In 1700, or- 
dering every household to have two leather 
buckets. In tho following year nix or olght 
hooks for tho purpose of tearing down 
houses were ordered to bo made.—JohnG. 
Morse In Popular Science Monthly.

few OKt'urtulnod facts concerning that of 
Insects and fishes. They rarely rnovo In 
anything llko a straight lino, and it is 
hard to arrive at anything more than ap- 
proximate rosultH.

species of dragon fiy along a particular 
roadside in autumn. 


"On foot one has scarcely any mean* of 


judging of Its xpeed, for In a moment It Is 
past you and out of sight, but what Is tho 
experience when you are driving say at 
the rate of eight or ton miles an hour? 


"The rapid voyager shoots by you al- 


most out of sight, then turns, swerving 
widely from right to loft, and pauses you 
again In both direction*, travel-King re- 
peatedly the ground over which you are 
traveling but once. 


"We aro apt to exaggerate In those mat- 


ters, but with every allowance, having 
compared the flight of the dragon fly with 
that of a panning hawk, swallow and 
cuckoo, I have computed that It U capable 
of flying at * «puod of 100 miles an hour." 


Araenlc. 


Arsenic has boon known from vory early 


time* as a deadly poison. It In believed to 
have been tho means employed by Nero to 
remove his enemies, and there Is littlo 
doubt that it was also known to and em- 
ployed by Memallna and Agrlpplna. Dur- 
ing the middle age* it wo* extensively 
used as a secret poison, being sold by at 
chemist* and poisonero of Italy under the 
name of "widow's powdoro" or "succes- 
sion powders." It* pn>pvrtl<* were defi- 
nitely aftccrtalned and made public b« 
Brandt In 1783. 


Tho plant from which nnxjifetldo Is pro- 


duced is a native of Pcrt-Ia, Afxhantatan 
and northern India. In nil thews countries 
the inhabitants use it ax a wuiHonlng for 
tholr iiiiutt and vegetable*, much as red 
pepper Is employed by thu itntlvos of Mex- 
ico and South American Mat on. The odor 
Is not deemed by thorn In the least offen- 
sive. 


Aconite, 


Aconite Is the active principle of the 


plant known 
as 
A eon Hum nnpellus, 


which grows in the mount ninons districts 
of Knrupc, Hllvorla and central Asia. It Is 
well known from appearing a* an orna- 
mental plant In flower gardens. Aconlw 
M a mnllclmi waft first used by Storck, In 
1702, being employed then, a* now, in In- 
finitesimal dose*.

Ui-lics of tlio days of Crock- 
ett and Boono show that sharpshooting 
today is ns it was when tho nrquobusiers 
of tho primeval forest sal Hod forth for deer 
moat with tornblo hunting engines, some 
needing tho crotch of a sapling for aim 
taking, but tho barrel was there, and so 
was tho "holding on" and men today do 
not mako truer shots at a black disk than 
did tho backwoodsmen whan rifles weighed 
from SO to 80 pounds and only "a shot bo- 
hind tho shoulder" was considered sports- 
manlike. 


Tho barrel, too, is tho tiling at tho 


shooting contests today. 
Given ft rifled 


ll tube, bored true and the gift of 


"holding on" and the stock, lock and 
other accessories ore secondary In impor- 
tance, and tho farmer's sou with his grand- 
father's "shooting Iron" is, if ho can draw 
a bead, as likely to tako u priro homo as 
the rival equipped with tho most modoru 
arm. 


It is only a question of aim and barrel, 


after all. 
These principles will obtain a 


century hence, when perhaps tho ammu- 
nition, stock fashions and lock mechan- 
isms of today will bo regarded aa untiquoM. 
Even today tho old fashioned muzzle loader 
holds its own against tho newest device in 
breechloodlug rillos, just as tho ramrod 
"scatter gun" in tho brush, bo it of pot 
metal or stub twist, will "wlpo tho eye" 
of tho competing 11,000 choko boro if tho 
sportsman with tho less costly weapon 
"holds on."—Now York Times.

On the Lending of Ilovk*. 


Tho raro "Memories on Taxation," by 


J. Jj. Moreau do Beaumont, of which but 
few copies wore in existence, was among 
Adam Smith's books. Adam Smith de- 
clined, and very naturally, to lend his copy 
to Sir John Clnclalr, who had asked for 
tho loan of It, writing that "if any acci- 
dent should happen to my book the loss is 
perfectly irreparable."

Thoro aro on salo cork mats, and others 


which resemble Turkish toweling, only 
they are of heavy weight, but tho rug to 
be made (it home is frequently in demand. 
Ono Is made of coarse basket canvas, with 
a plushliko center, tho embroidery being 
worked with thick ingrain or colored cot- 
ton, and ench stitch crossing over ono 
thread of tho material. Tho pattern may 
bo worked all over, or merely OB a border 
With a plain center, tint when covered all 
over tho mat will not bo go likely to show 
any dlscoloratlons of water.

binding of heavy upholstery braid.

BENJAMIN'S WIT. 


An IntonwUnt* Ucucrlptlon of Cane Cut- 


tare OB a Small Scale. 


Whllo no doubt most of your readers nro 


familiar with sugar and sirup making, n# 
pmetiei'd on tho largo plantations, since 
our periodicals from timn to tlmu have 
ghen frequent descriptions of tho Intricate 
process, perhaps not a few may Iw inter- 
ested in u little account of tlio cano cul- 
ture of north Louisiana and tho primitive 
molasses boiling of the small hill farmer. 
t':rst, of course, is tho planting of thu 
cano, for wo hato no seod hero, and this is 
ddiu) about the last of March by putting 
it longtl ways in furrows, and thon cover- 
ing to tf.o depth ot 0 or 7 inches. Some- 
times, however, wo use tho stubs of tho 
year before, if they happen to stand the 
frosts, und those we simply cover by plow- 
ing on cither sido of tho row, and tho cuiio | 
grows from them. 


Whether you plant tho cano Itself or ' 


leave tho stubble the cultivation is the 
game. There Is an eye at every joint of a 
stalk of cano, and when tho stalk is plant- j 
ed cane will spring from every eye if they ' 
bo good ones. When tho cano gets up PUV- 
eral foot, all the grass and woods which | 
aro among U aro hood away and cast into j 
tho middle of tho rows. Then follows a 
succession of plowlngs and hooiugs, till 
tho crop is ready to "layby." Work is 
now over for a brief season till cutting 
time comes about. 


Tho cutting of the cane ia In keeping 


with tho rest of tho process and may be 
briefly described AS follows: There are two 
men to every row, one gathering a bunch 
of canes in his arms, while tbe other, with 
a sharp hoe, cuts it off about an inch from 
tho ground. 
Tho stalks are thon stacked 


in largo "windrows," with every top 
turned tho same way, to that the long 
blades cover tho cane thoroughly, leaving 
no part of the stOjlk exposed to tho frost 
Tho small stalks are usually saved for 
planting the next year, and these aro by 
and by taken down, put in a pile and cov- 
ered over with dirt, so as to keep them 
from tho frost. Tho largo stalks aro strip- 
ped clean of every blade and tho small top 
joints broken off. 
The cane is now ready 


to bo hauled to tho mill. 


The mill, whether largo or small, is 


usually a very primitive affair in our 
country, consisting merely of an arrangi1- 
mcnt of cylinders, or wheels, which mash 
tho juico from tlio stalks. The mill is fed 
by hand anil turned l>y horsepower, the 
juice1 dripping Into an open vessel, usually 
a barrel or a tub. 
Clos-e by is tho evap 


orator 
When a sufllcient quantity of 


juice has been ground, the boiling begins 
Ono mill, however, never stops except for 
a change of horses, iho juico being cooked ! 
as fast as it is ground 


Tho ovap< rator is partly filled and a bar- 


rel of jnico Is placed over it, so that it may 
bo t iirncd on when needed. Then a fire ii 
built in tlio furnace beneath, and as tlio 
juice boils it will pass from ono partition 
of thu e\ apon-tor to another, tho skum bo 
ing can-fully > >t>i« 
vod by means of a long 


handled perforated tin skimmer. As it 
cooks tho color changes gradually to a dark 
reddish yellow 
At this stage of tho proc- 


ess there will rise lurgo brown bubbles, 
which indicate that it is ready to bodrawn 
off. 
When put upon tho market, it com- 


mands ft fairly good price —Black Lake

Breathing Carbonic Acid. 


It Is well known that a very much lar- 


ger proportion of carbonic acid than usu- 
ally exists in the atmosphere can be in- 
haled with impunity, but only recently 
have wo boon aware of the largo quantity 
that can bo breathed without actual dan- 
ger. 
Ordinary fresh air contains but 4 


parts in 10,000, yet tho carbonic acid has 
to touch 8 por cent, or 100 times tho usual 
quantity, before any difference is noticed 
In tho respiration. As tho percentage rises 
tho person breathing it begins to pant, 
but with air containing as much as 10 
per cent only a hunlacho is produced, al- 
though tho panting is violent. The actual 
danger point is not readied until tho car- 
bonic acid rises to 18 per cent. 


Foul air in a room where a number of 


persons aro present is not dangerous on 
account of tho carbonic acid it contains, 
but owing to a poisonous organic eub- 
stanco ghen off with tho breath. 
Car- 


bonic acid is not a direct poison, but when 
tho danger point is reached tho air can 
tako none from the blood in tho lungs, BO 
that tho fires of tlio human engine are ex- 
tinguished by their own smoke, as it were. 
It is ronlly v. onderful what tho human 
engine will endure, for a candle goes out 
when tho oxygon in tho air sinks to 18.5 
instead of tlio usual 21 per cent, and tho 
carbonic acid rises to 8.5. — Chambers' 
Journal.

Alexis, the father of Peter the Great, a 
considerable part of whoso reign was con- 
temporary with tho protectorate, when tho 
first Diurnal appeared.

TURNS WOOD TO STONE. 


!•« Clop* He* VpoB Tt«b*r. 


In half a down mining olliciw In San 


Fmuoigco tiiore aro wuiall »lub»of hard 
black wood 4 by 10 liicho* thnt always puz- 
ilu taruigun, twpucltUly worker* In wood 
from the (tut. These four Inch slab* were 
ouuu U by 17 inch timber* of Nevada pine, 
and tholr prcxt'Ut condition u due to the 
(act that for a few yeartt they wero subject- 
ed to tho tremendous prttssure uxcrt«d by 
millions and millions of ton* of oarth. 
Tho flborg of this wood are so closely 
crowded together that whou polished tho 
Blabs look more 11 ko stone than wood. 


All the history of tho Conistock todo, 


•ays tho San Francisco Chronicle, spuak- 
lug recently of this wood, govurnod and 
regulntod as It always has bccu by men in 
San Pruncieco, u pucullar, but of all the 
etorles hi tho minus on this loda there t« 
none more peculiar than tho "creeping 
clay" anil the compressed timbers. From 
1874 until 1S77 tho Dig Bonanza was 
worked dowu to a 1,500 foot luvul, but at 
1,100 foot tho nmnugurs stopped and con- 
cluded to drift to tho oast. This brought 
them to a position whuro a largo proportion 
of a side of a mountain was pressing up- 
on tho quartz bod. Thoro was a body of 
oro shaped liko a watermelon and In size 
equal to about four Puluco hotol*. 
It 


was this oro that made tho fortunes of 
BO many mon. Thoro was a wnll running 
down at mi auglo of about 45 degrees, nnd 
this wall marked tho limits of tho loose 
earth which contained this watormolou of 
oro, and this same loose earth was contin- 
ually moving. 


Immediately surrounding tho lump of 


oro was clay, and this clay so moved and 
crept in tbe natural process of nature's ac- 
tion that by the minors it was called 
"creeping clay" nnd watched continually. 
So irresistible \vns its force that nothing 
could stand against it. From tho 1,100 
foot level the drift was sot iu toward this 
body of ore. There was a gallery whore tho 
car ran nlong for tho taking out of the 
oro, and from this gallery ran tho smaller 
drifts. 
Above, bolow and on tho sides ot 


these smaller drifts there wore heavy tim- 
bers of Nevada pine. There was between 
the timbers a space of about on tho aver- 
age 7 foet in height and 5 in width. Them 
•were square sets, und it was these timbers 
that, by the action of tho loose earth 
around tham, wore so compressed that 
pieces of them look more liko stone than 
wood. 
_ 


Wonderful QlanU of Old. 


Thero «ro hardly any truthful records 


of tho giants of the past, though literature 
Is full of wondrous tales about them. A 
French academician, M. Henrlon, once 
estimated tho height of Adam to be 193 
feet, and that of Eve 118, proportions that 
must have appeared most formidable to 
the serpent and made the proposition for 
apples seem a somewhat trivial thing. 
The same authority brings Abraham down 
to 88 feot anil makes Moses only 18. Go- 
liath's recorded height Is, however, only 9 
feet 9 inches, which is within the bounds 
of possibility. 


Pliny speaks of seeing a giantess 10 feet 


9 inches in height and a skeleton 70 foot 
long. There are weird stories of tho Em- 
peror Maxlmlllnn, who was reputed to bo 
9 feet high and to have eaten 40 pound! of 
meat a day. 


Nearly every race has contributed to gi- 


antism, but tho English has furnished far 
the larger proportion, partly perhaps be- 
cause tho English havo always boon fond 
of seeing giants and paying for tho priv- 
ilege, thereby drawing the merit of phys- 
ical bigness, which has always been modest, 
out of its undeserved obscurity. Next to 
the English the Irish havo supplied the 
largest number, but tho Irish giant hi rare- 
ly grown nowadays, since that stock has 
been drawn upon so heavily by America. 
Germany and tho United States have sup- 
plied each eight or cine men who have 
won publicity and fame by their oxubcr- 
aut physique. It scums to bo tho central 
und western states that supply tho Amer- 
ican giants, and our wnr records show that 
in those regions, together with Miilno nnd 
Vermont, tho average stature is the high- 
est. There havo been French and Italian, 
negro nnd Arab giants, but tho number is 
few, and it ia ovlilont that tho temperate 
znuos and tho largo races supply tho most 
cases of giantism. — Dr. O. L. Dana iu 
Scribnor's.

MOVING TO CITIES. 


PopulaUoB t* OMA! (!•*. 


ton MMI IU Itafor. 


The closing docade* of this -ntury *** 


wltti-iwlug no moro remarkable phenome- 
non thai, tiiat shown In tho migration of 
populattca, not to much from country to 
country, as from pluco to place lu the 
•ame country, writes Henry J. Fletcher 
In Tho Forum. 
ThU interior migration 


U most noticeable lu tho nnwt progressive 
lauds. It is offering a rapid transforma- 
tion lu Germany, England, lu Australasia, 
under widely different conditions, but no- 
whero IK its operation moro general than 
In the United States. In Australia, for 
example, tho rural district* prosper Mid 
a few grout cities grow enormously, while 
all tho Intermodlato communities are rel- 
atively stagnant, but in tho United Statoi 
the drift ia unmistakably from tho farms 
to tho nearest village, from the village to 
tho town and from the town to the city. 
Out of a total of 909 townships iu Nuw 
York 274 gullied numerically between 1880 
and 1800, \vhllo 630, or moro than two- 
third!*, became less populous. 


This transplantation has nio«t farroach- 


lug effects. 
Politically it transfers a pre- 


ponderance of power to tho groat cities, 
changing tho results of important elections 
and Increasing tho urgency of municipal 
problem*. Socially it swells the number 
of tho classes most exposed to agitation 
and discontent, Intensifies tho dangon to 
bo npprohoudcd from social upheavals and 
widens tho growing chasm botwoon the 
classes. It concentrates tho wealth of the 
nation into fowor hands and reacts pro- 
foundly upon tho material, social and po- 
litical life of tho entire nation. 
Tho more 


rapid tho process of centralization, the 
more frequent and Intense mimt be the 
periods of depression noodod to correct it. 


Tho student of social science, observing 


so stupendous a movement, asks whether 
society is to bo a gainer or tho loser by it. 
On the one sldo ho trembles—especially if 
ho bo an American—at tho prospect of add- 
ing enormously to tho burden of tho mu- 
nicipal governments in tho largo cities, al- 
ready almost breaking down through cor- 
ruption and inofllclonoy. Ho realizes that 
iu times of social disturbances the great 
cities are an overgrowing menace to the 
public authority and even to tho existing 
social order. 


He knows that crime is Increasing, like 


tho cities, out of all proportion to every- 
thing else, and that tho massing of dense 
populations means impaired public health 
and morals. Tho constant depletion of 
tho smaller towns and of tho country, 
steadily draining away tho best, lowers 
tho tone ot village and form life, prevents 
tho rapid diffusion throughout the country 
of improvements in education and tend* to 
exclude the Inhabitants of tho rural dis- 
tricts from participation In tho groat ame- 
liorations of modern life which ought ta 
be common to all. 


Structure of Mountain*. 


In his contribution to tho discussion by 


scientific authorities on tho structure oi 
mountains, Professor Nilos states that in 
tho Appalachian rango tho beds of rock 
which have there boon deposited are some 
40,000 foot in thickness, while some dis- 
tance away from tho mountains, on tho 
plain, the some formations roach only 
about 400 foot, tho same principle of for- 
mation being also known to exist in the 
case of foreign mountains and accepted 
as a fact thoroughly proved. It is like- 
wise shown that the material which forms 
tho mountain bed* is exceedingly course, 
demonstrating that tho deposits wore made 
near the shores of continents, where the 
continental rivers, laden with earth ma- 
terial, had their velocity checked by thu 
oceans and dropped first tho larger and 
heavier material, a fact made evident to- 
day by an examination of any of the great 
mountain systems of thu world, which 
eklrt tho shores. 


Briefly, it^is argued that tho causes ot 


mountains may bo considered to bo, first, 
tho deposit of very thick buds of coat-hO 
materials along tho continental shores, Ihf. 
bottoms of tho seas fmbBldlngull the time, 
also the subsequent lateral pressuro which 
formed tho folds und, finally, tho complex 
action of boat, water und pressure which 
determined tho lines of folds. ThuD, an to 
thocuuBoof lutcral pressure, it is thought 
that no theory Is better substantiated than 
thnt of contraction of tho earth through 
tho loss of boat and tho loss of mutter, luvn 
and more particularly steam, which ie 
transformed in enormous quantities from 
tho interior to tho surface of tho earth. 


DUraell and UU Wife. 


Lord Beaconxficild's treatment of hie 


wife and tho mituro of tho wife arc thus 
described in tho memoirs of Sir William 
McGregor: "Ono remarkable und grain! 
trait in his character was in his noble de- 
meanor to his wife. 
From thu day of his

ed her with a chivalrous devotion. And 
yot nhowus a most repulsive woman—flat, 
angular, underbred, with a harsh, grating 
voice, and though by no moans n fool yet 
constantly saying stupid things, most fre- 
quently about him, which tended to make 
him ridiculous, as, for Instance, when the 
conversation turned on 801110 man's fine 
complexion, 'All,' shri wild, 'I wish you 
could only so<j my Dizzy in his buth; then 
you would know what nwhltu skin is.' Jt 
was hldeouu the tokens of affection and ap- 
jmrontly of admiration which ho lavished 
on 'Marianne,' as ho irreverently culled 
her. 
Ono evening on coming up from 


dinner ho knelt buforo her, and, ug they 
say In novels, devoured both her hands 
with klshes, haying at "the same time in 
tlio most lackadaisical manner, 'If. there 
anything I can do for my dear little wife?" 


ChlncKo lluttoim of Honor.

a button of coral rod, suggested perhapH 
by a cock's comb, tiinco tho cock is tho 
bird that adorns their breast. Tho third 
class arc gorgeous, with a rcbo on which a 
peacock is emblazoned, while from tho 
center of tho rod fringe of silk upon tho 
hat rises a sapphire button. Tho button 
of tho fourth clans is an opaque, dark pur- 
plo stone, and tho bird depicted on tho 
robe is tho pelican, though whether the 
legend of this bird's feeding its young 
from its own torn brca«t is current In 
China for the inspiration of her mandarins 
who reach or pass through this fourth 
chvM I do not know. A silver phoamnt 
on tho robo and a clear crystal button on 
tho hat are the rank of tho fifth class. Tho 
sixth clan* are entitled to wear an em- 
broidered stork nnd a jodostono button; 
tho seventh a partridge and an embossed 
gold button. 
In tho eighth tho pnrtridgo 


I* reduced to a quail and the gold button 
becomes plain, while tho ninth clans man- 
darin ha* to bo content with a *panow 
for his emblem and with silver for hi* 
button.—Current Literature.

A PR-MITIVE INCUBATOR. 


Wktoh to Hatok It* You* 


An Australian traveler has recently 


brought to light a rather remarkable toot 
which *oemf to explain the Invention of 
the Incubator. The story U nothing mon 
nor it's* thaii that of ati extremely primi- 
tive Incubator that several «pocle« of Aus- 
tralian birds known as "mound builders" 
construct for tho purpose of hatching their 
young. The most artistic of these mound 
builders U tho brush turkoy or Tallogalla 
lathomi, which Is called tho weelan by the 
natives. 


Tho mounds these strange bird* build 


aw conical and sometime* rise to the 
height of noarly ten feet, lu building 
thorn tho birds first draw a largo circle with 
their claws and march around it, throw- 
lug cluwfula of sticks and rubbish In the 
center. 
Whou a sullielent quantity Of 


material is gathered, it is then piled up 
symmetrically and tightly. 


On tho accomplishment of this the hen 


flies up ou the summit, and scooping away 
a cavity two foet or moro in depth deposits 
tho eggs In a circle, with the largo end up- 
ward, carefully covering them. The fer- 
mentation of tho mass of vegetable matter 
and tho heat of tho sun hatch them. Both 
tho male and tho feuiulo stay faithfully 
around the mouud, keeping a close watch 
and scaring off intruders. 


When tho young birds come out of the 


egg, they stay In tho mound for at least 13 
hours. On the second day they fight their 
way out with both wings and logs fairly 
developed. Lute in tho afternoon those 
fledgelings are put bock iu tho mound again 
by their parents, but at n diminished 
depth, und they are only lightly covered. 
Twenty-four hours later they are strong 
and well equipped for flight nnd running. 


Tho Australian junglo fowl, mogapo- 


dtus, ia an oven greater mound builder, 
the heaps it raises sometimes rising to a 
height of nearly 10 foot. It is the Aus- 
tralian tradition that those birds were 
originally tun foot high, and whon hunted 
by tho natives in tho early days of the 
earth throw up tho mountain ranges ot 
tho country while endeavoring to eocape. 
—Now Vork World.

"feels more or leM unpleasant when flnt 
expoeed to flre. I knew a man who on one 
occ»Klon with only a hunting knife at- 
tacked and killed a ferocious bear and on 
another, at the risk of hU own life, rea- 
died two men from a burning building. 
Yet this same fellow, when flnt called 
upon to face the guns of tho enemy, trem- 
bled like an aspen leaf and fled to the rear. 
But ho afterward redeemed hla honor and 
died sword in hand at the battle of Shiloh.'' 


A similar story with a different ending 


was once told tho writer by General 
Thomas Harrison, who diet! at Waco, Tex. 
A young man, who was always considered 
a fine, manly fellow, received a cominis- 
gion as lieutenant in a Texas regiment. 
He took a great Interest In military mat- 
ters and wns prompt and faittiful in the 
discharge of his duties, but the minute he 
Was brought ill contact with tho enemy 
he became completely unnerved. Again 
and again ho resolved to overcome this 
cowardice acd stand by his colors, but 
when tho hour of trial cumo an irresistible 
impulse to flee would always scatter his 
good resolutions to tho winds. His wound- 
ed pride and mortified vanity, tho scorn- 
ful contempt of his associates, tho certain- 
ty of utter el isgraco, his extremely sensitive 
disposition—those wore as nothing when 
pitted against this nightmare of fear. At 
last, ashamed to go away and afraid to 
staj1, with positive evidence of a court 
martial at no distant date, In a fit of des- 
peration ho took his own life, thus ending 
tho pain and dishonor of his military ca- 
ruur.—Detroit Free Press.

Ten ness w curly in thu war a Federal offi- 
cer was raising a tincup of water to hit 
lips when a Confederate bullet passed 
through the cup. 
Utterly unmoved, the 


oflicvr hurried tbo cup to his lips and ea- 
gerly quaffed the rapidly escaping wator. 
Tho olllcer was John McAlllrter Schofleld, 
who will retire this month na commander 
of tho United States army, and the inci- 
dent Is a good Illustration of tho courage 
of tho grizzled veteran and hU coolness 
under fire. 


General Sehofluld was born In Chnutau- 


qua county, N. Y., Sept. 29, 1831, and re- 
tirc.s from the army Sept. 29, 1895, under 
the (11 year age limit. His father was a 
clergyman, and as there were an even dozen 
young richofields to feed and clothe John 
and the others had meager educational fa- 
cilities, and the future general was coin-

polled to do a great deal of hard manual 
labor to oarn njonoy for schooling. 
When 


ho was 11 years old, his father removed to 
Frceport, Ills. Three years later John's 
industry and dosiro for learning led Con- 
gressman Thomas J. Turner to secure 
him an appointment at West Point. John 
made the most of tho opportunity and In 
1833 was graduated seventh in point of 
marlt in the same class with Generals 
Sheridan, McPhorson, Sill, Torrlll and K. 
O. Tyler and tho Confederate GonoralJohn 
B. Hood, with whom he afterward had a 
number of engagements whgn the civil 
war turned classmate against classmate 
and even brother against brother. 


At tho outbreak of the war Schofield, 


by permission of the war department, be- 
came major of the First Missouri volun- 
teers. As General Nathaniel Lyon's chief 
of staff ho participated in the battles of 
Dug Spring, Curran Postoffice and Wil- 
son's Creek and before 1861 closed was 
brigadier general of volunteers. In 1804 
he was in command of the loft wing of 
Sherman's army in Georgia. He took part 
in all tho battles of tho Atlanta campaign 
and at Franklin, Tonn.. Nov. 80, was at- 
tacked by his old classmate, General Hood, 
whom ho repulsed with heavy loss. 
In 


18f)8 he was appointed secretary of war by 
President Johnson and In 1869 became 
major general. Upon the death of General 
Sheridan in 1888 President Cleveland ap- 
pointed General Schoflold commander of 
tho United States army, an office ho has 
since hold. Not long ago congress passed 
a bill conferring upon him the rank of 
lieutenant general. 


JOHN BULL'S FAST TRAIN. 


It, Buns 54O Miles In 538 Mlnntei and 


Holiln the World's Record. 


John Bull is just now smiling compla- 


cently because he has tho fastest railroad 
train on earth and because ho has beaten 
the long distance railroading championship 
held by his old rival, Uncle Stun. John's 
remarkable train is tho Northwestern and 
Caledonian express, which very recently 
performed tho phenomenal fait of making 
a run. of 510 miles from Eustou, a suburb 
of London, to Aberdeen, Scotland, in C38 
minutes, Including all stops. 
Tho long 


distance record prior to this achievement 
was hold by the New York Central's Em- 
pire State oxpre.ss, which in 1891 made 
the run of 441 miles from Now York to 
Buffalo in 446 minutes, including stops. 


Tho cause of the Knglish epidemic of 


record breaking was the intense rivalry 
between the Kast Coast and West Coast 
companies, which aro competing for tho 
trafllo between London and Aberdeen. As 
tho West Coast line is 13 milos longer 
than that of its rival it was compelled to 
put on steam to make the extra distance 
in tho same time us the Kast Coast express. 
For several days tho record breaking at- 
tempts continued until tho West Coast 
train had covered 540 miles in 638 minutes 
and the Kast Const train 027 miles in 551 
minutes. At no time did these trains roach 
a higher rate of speed than about 75 milos 
an hour, but the secret of their wonderful 
runs is to be found in tho fact that they 
maintained n continuous rate of speed that 
hovered near the mile a minute mark for 
nearly nine hours. Ordinary expresses of-

on the other sido do not cover short dis- 
tances at anywhere near tho rate of speed 
developed by many trains in tho United 
States dally. 
The Empire State express 


has covered five miles In ISO seconds, or at 
the wonderful average speed of a mile in 
;ld «eoonds—a r.ito that closely approaches 
the two mile per minute mark. 


On its record breaking run the North- 


western and Caledonian express consisted 
of four of tho heaviest Northwestern bogle 
carriages, or ordinary day conches, a com- 
posite conch which is the English smoking 
car, two sleeping saloons or Knglish cars 
that servo tho purpose of our Pullmans 
nnd Wagners, nnd a guards' van, which 
is practically a baggage car.

A Viiit to the Soldier*' Home at Waupaca 


it Spoken of With Praiie by a Stev- 


eni Pointer. 


On Friday last some fourteen mem- 


bers of the Stevcn= Point W. R. C., 
accompanied by Rev. and Mrs. L. G. 
Carr, paid a visit to the Veterans" 
Home, Waupaca, leaving here at 5:45 
and arriving at Waupaca about 7 
o'clock. We were met by P. II. Blod- 
gett, of the Home, with conveyances, 
and after a ride of four miles over the 
loveliest of country roads, we reached 
the Home. 
Depositing our lunch bas-

Surely there seems no room for 
anything but praise and thanksgiving 
on their part. 
We next visited the 


hospital, where we found, seemingly, 
everything for the successful treat- 
ment of the sick, from a benevolent 
looking M. D. down to plenty of fresh 
air, sunshine and perfect cleanliness, 
to say nothing of the dainty little kit- 
chen, where broths, etc., are prepared 
for the sick. 
From there we proceed- 


ed to the laundry and witnessed the 
same systematic arrangement of the 
work as character! /es every thing about 
the Home. 
The kitchen came next, 


and to those who had never visited 
there before, it was quiteasight,with 
its immense brick ovensand cauldrons, 
for boiling soups, beans, potatoes, etc., 
with almost unlimited supplies of the 
best quality, and prepared to suit any 
orrfinaryindividu.il. 
In the old men's 


building we were surprised to sec the 
many evidences of comfort, and even 
many luxuries that few of us enjoy.

stories, utid who knew Clarke's \Ivid Im-

NOBLEMEN FOR OFFICERS. 


Birth, Not MiTlt. Sedirm to Count In th« 


Gvrmiin Army. 


According to tho latest "almanacb" ot 


tho German army, there soems to bo little 
chance for uny ono not of noblo birth to 
attain any but a low ranking in that vast 
fighting machine. 


There arc 0(5 generals in tho infantry, 


cavalry and artillery, and there are but 
two who do uot belong to thu nobility 
Those two, however, arts what in England 
would bo classed ns "gentry" and aro not 
of common origin by any means 


Among the 75 lieutenant gennrals there 


arc hnt 13 of bourgeois extraction 
Of 


major generals there are 140, and all but 
88 of these aro of noble birth 
Two hurt 


drod ind six of tho 294 colonels have a 
right to wear titles. 


It will bo seen from this that tho higher 


commands of tho German army remain in 
tho hands of tho aristocracy, which Is 
strictly In keeping with tho theory that 
only those who have been accustomed fot 
generations to rule over their fellow men 
by right of birth are fit for military com- 
mand 


There arc 49 regiments in tho Gorman 


army where nil the officers without excep- 
tlon are members of tho nobility, nnd there 
arc 21 other regiments whose rigid rule it 
is never to admit an officer below tho grade 
of sous lieutenant who is not of noble birth.

has led to the somewhat unsatisfactory, 
because nondescriptivo, immo of ophthnl 
nilu nodnsa being conferred upon the dis-

When one roads n story such ns the fol- 


lowing, related by tho Philadelphia Ledg- 
er, .skepticism concerning human gratitude 
must necessarily be somcw hat shaken: A 
wealthy slave owner of tho cotton belt on- 
tcud the southern army, fought bravely 
and brilliantly and died in ono of the clos- 
ing h.il ties of tho war. 


His widow was left penniless, with large 


plantations incumborod with mortgages 
ami » hundred or more emancipated no- 
gioos who had ceased to be hor property. 
Tier business affairs were mismanaged by 
agents and lawyers, and she lost one plan- 
tation after another 
Her health failed, 


and in her old ago sho became wholly do- 
pindontupon one of her former slaves. 
This negro was grateful to her for having 
given him a start after the war. 


Learning from experience that she could 


not manage her plantations successfully, 
sho had rewarded the fidelity of a small 
group of emancipated slaves by deeding 
over to them outright small farms 
This 


negro received in this way a farm of 36 
acres, with a cabin. 
Ho prospered from 


tho outset. Ho made a living out of his 
ground and saved every year a little money. 
In tho course of a fesv years ho bought an- 
other farm and doubled his resources. Other 
purchases followed, until ho was a truck 
farmer with considerable wealth. He did 
not forget his old plantation mistress in 
his prosperity. 
When she had lost all her 


property, this negro rescued her from des- 
titution 
Hu became her most faithful 


friend 
Both are still living. On the first 


day of overy month the negro farmer 
draws a chock for $100 and sends It to tha 
aged lady, whose slave be was in his boy- 
hood. At fust she was unwilling to be- 
come hU pensioner, but he pressed help 
upon her with tears iu his eyes, telling her 
that ho would never have got on in the 
world if sho had not generously aided him 
by giving him the first farm 
Ills bounty 


Is now her only resource.

A REMARKABLE STONE. 


Xa««r* Wrought Upon It a I'ietun ot UM 


Bow Admiral Porter InitUutod a 


Kffariit In the Naval Aeadeaty. 


Tho Naval academy, itt Annapolis, U one 


of the pluuog iu this ovor vhuugiug coun- 
try whoro Innovations uro nut regarded 
with favor. 
Vut every onae in awhllo 


•oine radical ctmuiru occurs nud bring* 
about n realization of tho fact that some- 
times tho now U hotter tliun the old. 


Such n change was madu whuu Admiral 


Porter auccixxkni Commodore O. S. B. 
Blake as supurtnu-ndont of the aondomy. 
The tuttur was a rigid old martinet who 
acted oil tho theory of tho total depravity 
of youth. Nothing wixs left U> tho honor 
of tho cndots. They wore surrounded by 
a network of spies «ud weru trusted oo 
further thnti they could bo goeu. They 
wore not even allowed to leave tho yard 
without reporting to the marines oil guard, 
and many n young spirit chafod angrily at 
having a subordinate sot In authority ovor 
him. 


Tho result of this system of discipline 


was a constant increase in tho number of 
departures without permission. '' Frcncli- 
Ing It," tlio cadets called suoh an escapade, 
and every rule that could bo broken with 
impunity was so broken. 


When Admiral Porter took tho holm, 


Jhlngs took on a different appearance. Ho 
eont at once for tho leaders of tho various 
classes and sot before them the rules by 
which ho mount to govern. 


"Gentlemen," ho suld, "horotiftor there 


will bo no spies sot to watch you. You 
will bo allowed to go whoro you will and 
how you will—within certain rational lim- 
its, of course—and you will bo responsible 
to no subordinate, but shall bo hold for 
your own actions. If there is any one who 
is not willing to abide by the regulations, 
I expect him to inform mo of his decision. 
Otherwise, if nothing Is said, I shall con- 
sider you all in honor bound to support 
and abide by the rules." 


There is no need to say that the dissen- 


tient voice was never heard. From that 
day Fronchlng "grew less" frequent, and 
even hazing, which at one time was bru- 
tally cruel, took on the form of jesting 
and teasing, rather than that of personal 
violence —New York Herald. 


New Teeth In Old 


The dentists, the anatomists and bone 


sharps in general tell us that human bo- 
Ings have but two sets of teeth during life 
—the"baby," or "milk,"teeth, which are 
all present by the end of tho third year, 
and the second, or permanent, set, which 
replace tho above some time between the 
fifth and twelfth years. 
Dursnd says, 


"There is not a single exception to this 
rule, no authority making mention of 
more than two sets of teeth during tho 
lifetime of an individual." Professor K. 
F. Brown, in his "Structure of the Teeth," 
concurs with Durand in this way, "There 
are but two sots of teeth in the human 
subject—the temporary and tho perma- 
nent." 


Notwithstanding the above assertions, 


both of which come from reputable au- 
thors, we will suggest that there is evi- 
dence to the contrary. Professor A. D., 
Flint says that "Mary Fursell of Acton, 
England, cut an entire sot of new teeth at 
the age of 80 and Doan Hamilton is au- 
thority for tho statement that Rev. Sam- 
uel Croxall, the first English translator of 
JEsop's fables, died of a fover occasioned 
by cutting a new sot of teeth at tho ago of 
93." 


In this country Mrs. Eliza Striker of 


Spottswood, N. J., died in 1888 from on 
Ulnoss caused by cutting her third «ot of 
teeth anil four years before, iu 1884, Mrs. 
Thedocia Gray of Darlon, Conn., who had 
been toothless for 30 years, cut u whole 
new sot of even white teeth at tho ago of 
90.—St. Louis Republic.

"Running the Oantlut." 


Tho origin of "running tho gantlet" 


dates buck to mfdlusval times. The word 
"gantlet," from the French gant (glove), 
irmy imply tho Iron glove of the coat of 
armor, nnd is thus directly associated witli 
a military punishment where tho delin- 
quent had to run between tho Hues and 
tho soldiers were only permitted to strike 
with tho gloved hand—that is, the hand 
with tho gantlet on. But other etymolo- 
gists derive gantlet in this phnutu from 
gantlope (Dutch gang, a "passage," and 
loopen, to "run"), meaning a military 
punishment which consisted in making 
tho culprit, naked to tho waist, pass re- 
peatedly through two rows of soldiers fac- 
ing each other, firmed with short sticks or 
other weapons, with which they hit him M 
he passed.—Boston Post.

Bavarian villa jj of Obor Ammerguu is lo- 
cally known as Mount Calvary, and on that 
rooky knoll evury ton your* tho devout Ba- 
varian peasant* perform the "Mtraolo 
Play," in which U represented, every do- 
tail of the passion of the Saviour. Tho play 
U performed, it is said, out of gratitude 
to God for causing u cessation of a desolat- 
ing plague whl'ih was breathing its pesti- 
lential broath over tho surrounding vil- 
lages iu the year 1039, tho chief mon and 
women of the town vowing that thereafter 
they would carry out tho "Christ tragedy" 
at the opening of each decade as a moan* 
of religious instruction. The last threo 
performance* at Obor Aiumargau were giv- 
en in 1870, 1880 and 1800. 


At the performance of tho "Mytrterloft" 


In 1880 an American lady named Mrs. 
Oliver T. Bacon was present and picked 
up two small piibblus its mementos of tho 
place. Eight years after, while lulxtliug 
these relics with tho Intention of present- 
ing them to the museum of tho Young 
Men's library at Atlanta, Mrs. Bacon 
made a most startling discovery. She ac- 
cidentally turned 0110 of tho stones at a 
certain angle and wits dumfouuded to BOO 
a picture upon it, wrought by nature, 
whiah every one who hits sluco examined 
tho curiosity say is an excellent reproduc- 
tion of tho general conception of tho face 
ot Christ. 
Tho owner has given up all 


idea of presenting tho oddity to tho Atlan- 
ta or any other museum and has been ex- 
hibiting It (always in tho interest of some 
deserving charity), in tho principal cities 
of tho eastern states, as well as iu Franco, 
Germany, Norway and Russia. 


Hard haadod geologists, who take but 


little stock In supernatural stories of any 
kind, particularly thoso referring to stones, 
say that there is no mystery whatever in 
this famous "Obor Aiumorguii stone" 
other than that shown in tho remarkable 
resemblance tho markings have to a face. 
According to their tell, the picture is a 
dendritic production, boing formed by the 
action of dow and rain on the mineral 
matter of tho stone, whiuh has trloklud 
into a fissure and formed a remarkable ox- 
ample of "aeoUlontlal resemblance." In 
course of tlmo tho stono separated at tho 
fissure, exposing tho picture, and it is be- 
lieved that if tho other half of tho pebble 
could bo found it would exhibit n dupli- 
cate of tho imago. Tho stono Is of lime 
and chert and is ulxmt one inch in length.

The Strict Ceuonhlp Causes a Large D*. 


mand For the Foreign Journal*. 


Constantinople leads tho world iu the 


Bale of foreign newspapers in its streets. 
Bach day a laden post train comes in from 
tho west, and by early afternoon tho city 
is swarming with newsboys loaded down 
with journals from all tho great capitals 
of Europe. Thoso papers are snapped up 
with avidity, not only by tho foreign col- 
onies of tho Crescent City, but by tho 
Turks themselves, who show a much 
greater liking for tho journals printed out- 
side of Turkey than they do for the pro- 
ductions of their own presses. 


This is not strange, for, as a fact, Turk- 


ish journalism is very weak and bus little 
vitality. Every newspaper published in 
Constantinople has to pay an imperial tax 
of a paras (amounting to one-fifth of a 
cent) for each copy published. Foreign 
sheets are exempt from any tax whatever. 


Besides this tho sultan has a royal cen- 


sor who is quite an rigorous and severe M 
tho Htuto censor is in Russia. Turkish 
editors are prohibited from discussing 
questions of tho day in thoir columns, and 
they are also not permitted to publish tho 
most 
Important 
foreign 
telegrams. 


Strangely enough, though, tho foreign 
papers that como into tiio Ottoman empire 
arc never cut, "blacked"—that is, a purt 
of thoir contents smudged out, a la Russia 
•—or suppressed. Naturally, therefore, tho 
residents of Constantinople havo to turn 
to tho outside world for news.—Now York 
World.

Vienna Is in some rcepuotg behind the 


date, or perhaps the rest of the world only 
has not advanced up to her standard. The 
people live according to tho flut system, aa 
Is tho custom iu other European cities. At 
tho door of ouch Uuthousu is a portlor, 
who is usually dressed in more or loss gor- 
gooim livery. He guards tho general inter- 
est* of the house and protect* it from mar- 
auders. The building U closed at 10 
o'clock at nlglit and tho light* extin- 
guished. Every person who appears after 
that hour must ring the bell, rouse the 
portlor, who ID usually on this occasion 
not in his state dress, and pay him a foe 
of 10 kruutzurn, something IOM than B 
cents. If the hour in very late, the tea 
must be doubled. 


Thero aro also curious method* in une in 


tho sprinkling of tho streets. In come 
cities this function is performed by one 
man. In Vienna it requires two, the sec- 
ond walking behind, pulling a long rope, 
which swings a huso that wildly strews 
tho water over the stones. Tho introduc- 
tion of a self operating sprinkler would 
throw this second man out of employment, 
an argument tho force of which is very 
similar to that used against tho railroad on 
account of its being opposed to tho intor- 
jsts of the horse, or ono which is hoard in 
Europe in regard to disarmament when It 
U said that this policy would throw a 
great many of idle people on tho world and 
overstock tho labor market, or the ono 
which is used to prove that women ought 
Dot to bo allowed to engage In employ- 
ments In competition with men. 


Ono of tho means by which tho Aus- 


irlaua make it pleasant for visitors is the 
taxation of every newspaper coming Into 
Uio country from foreign parts. On each 
paper tho postofnoo officials paste a S 
kruutzor stamp, worth a little loss than 1 
ootit, tho price of Which la collected before 
'the delivery is made to tho addressee. 
This is considered to bo no violation of tho 
International postal treaties, just aa at 
Berlin it is similarly considered to bo no 
violation of tho same treaties to charge for 
overweight, when tho wales of Mil other 
countries find there 13 no overweight. 
This is one of the delights of living under 
an omnipotent state. An Austrian very 
lucidly explains the virtue of the newspa- 
per tax in this way: "The Austrian papers 
aro all tavtod 1 kroutzor per copy. It 10 
necessary to tax foreign papers twice a* 
much to keep out competition from 
abroad. Otherwise tho Jews might print 
all tho Vienna papers in America, send 
thorn over hero and drive tho home prod- 
uot entirely out of the market."—St. 
Louis Globo-Democrat.

FORBES WISSLOW. lllg an investiga- 
tion of the workings of our public institu- 
tions for the treatment and confinement 
of the Insane, which he declares are much 
in advance of these in England. 


Dr. Winslow is the founder and head of 


the British Hospital For Mental Diseases 
and is also attached to the leading hospi- 
tals of London as a specialist on Insanity 
and mental und nervous disorders. Re is 
the editor of The Psychological Journal, 
one-of the leading publications ot its class 
In London. Dr. Winslow has given special 
attention during his professional life to 
the criminal responsibility of the insane. 
In this direction ho has followed the foot- 
steps of his distinguished father, who was 
likewise a specialist on insanity and was 
the first physician in Great Britain to 
make the courts recognize the plea of in- 
sanity. Prior to 1844 it had never been 
considered by the English courts, and no 
matter in what mental condition a crim- 
inal was if found guilty of murder he was 
executed. 


In that year, during the trial of the 


McNaughton case, which is well known in 
English criminal jurisprudence, tho older 
Dr. Winslow was called as an export wit- 
ness on the point of the prisoner's alleged 
insanity. 
It was conclusively proved 


that McNaughton was insane, and since 
then the plea of insanity has been consider- 
ed in tho highest courts. 


Dr. Winslow has been an expert witness 


in an enormous number of criminal cases, 
and there has scarcely been a prominent 
murder trial in England in the last 20 
years in which he has not been called upon 
to give his opinion as to the sanity of the 
accused. He professes not only to have 
fathomed the motive of the horrible White- 
chapel murders, but to have run the no- 
torious and fiendish "Jack the Ripper" to 
earth and placed him safely under lock 
and key 
He is now Incarcerated in an 


Insane asylum in England. This fact, 
he says, is known to the authorities, but 
they have hushed up the case. Dr. Win- 
slow declares that the man who commit- 
ted the murders was -a medical student 
suffering from religious monomania. 


BLECKLEY, JURIST AND POET. 


Georgia's je.cctmi.ric £x-CIii«i Justice Leave* 


the Law "Uncovered and Unshod." 


Judge Logan E. BlecTdey, who for many 


years was chief justice of the supreme 
court of Georgia, is one of the most inter- 
esting characters in the south. The Nestor 
of the Georgian bar, as he is termed, is 
widely known not only by reason of his 
legal lore and nmrked ability as a jurist, 
but on account of his unique personality 
and peculiar but admirable characteristics. 
In person he Is tall and gaunt, with long 
thin white beard and hair, and has the ap- 
pearance of a sage and patriarch. One of 
his peculiarities is a penchant for writing 
poetry, and he says of himself, "During 
most of my life I have had a strong and 
to mo unaccountable propensity to metrical 
transgression." 


Judge Bleckloy was born in the woods 


amid tho mountains of northeastern 
Georgia July 8, 1837. In 1853 he was 
elected solicitor general of the Coweta cir- 
cuit, which embraced eight counties. He 
was appointed by Governor Smith to the 
supremo court to fill a vacancy and was 
later elected by the people. 


A fovv years ago, when in poor health 


and exhausted by overwork, he resigned in 
a rather unique way. 
Ho said nothing 


about his intention until the close of the 
court's session, when he picked up a paper 
which seemed to bo an official opinion and 
read an exquisite poem entitled."In the 
Matter of Rest," which was his resigna-

GRAND STAND FALLS. 


ANOTHER SAD ACCIDENT MARS 


LOUISVILLE FESTIVITIES. 


Many Slghtieen Injured by the Col- 


lapie of the <irau<l Stand— Be»t Ob- 
tainable List of Those Hurt In the 
C*ta*trophe. 


Louisville. Ky.,Sept. 13.—At 8 o'clock 


last night, just as thousands of specta- 
tors had been seated on the levee to 
witness the extensive fireworks on the 
river, there was a terrific crash like a 
clap of thunder. Instantly the cries 
and shrieks of thousands of women, 
children and men were heard, while ap- 
peals for help arose from every aide. 
About 10,000 persons went down in the 
crash of the immense reviewing stand 
of the citizens' committee, on which 
•were the specially invited guests of the 
citizens' Grand 
Army 
committee. 


Scores 'of men and women were pinned 
beneath the boards of the stand with 
the weight of other people bearing down 
on them. The report spread 
rapidly 


through the throng that many had been 
killed, -and people rushed to the scene 
from every part of the city. Fortu- 
nately the report of loss of life proved 
to be untrue. Scores of women who 
were not hurt fainted from fright. la 
the crush it was impossible to get all 
the names of .the injured, but the list 
as fully as can be secured is as follows:

The portion of the grand stand which 


fell was about 400 feet long and 60 feet 
wide. 
Immediately behind this part 


were seats elevated eight to twenty feet. 
On the entire stand were 50,000 persons. 
That no one was killed is one of the 
marvels. 
As it was the platform on 


which the seats were placed swerved to 
the rear and then settled to the ground 
with a crash. As it careened the planks 
of which the scats were made were 
forced together and the feet and legs 
of 
hundreds of 
the spectators were 


caught as in a huge trap. The noise of 
the exploding bombs and the fireworks 
and the cheering of the crowd was so 
great that only those adjacent to the 
portion of the grand stand which fell 
could hear it. Had it become generally 
known a panic would have followed. 
All the ambulances and patrol wagons 
in the city were summoned, and those 
only slightly injured were taken to the 
hotels at which they were stopping or 
to their homes. 


As bad as the panic was.it would have 


resulted in the death of many women 
and children but for the presence of 
mind of the director of the brass band 
on the stand. He ordered his men to 
pull their battered instruments 
from 


beneath the boards, and in three min- 
utes they struck up a lively tune, which 
helped to allay the excitement. 


More than half a million people were 


on 
the levee when the 
accident oc- 


curred. There were the 300,000 visitors 
all present, beg idea the 250,000 residents 
of Louisville and adjacent towns. At 
5:30 o'clock they poured by thousands 
down the avenues leading to the river 
and nt 7 o'clock ft wemed that not an- 
other person could get on the deep slope 
of the levee. 
A half-million persons 


were crowded into a space only a few 
squares long and 600 yards deep.
